SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


TOWN OF HUDSON 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1880. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 

In rendering this final report of the work which has 
been twice entrusted to me, I will first express my grati- 
tude for the general co-operation of prudential committees 
and parents in the several districts under our charge. 

The duties of this office are more arduous, and often 
more delicate than those are aware of who have not 
undertaken them. We have endeavored to discharge them 
faithfully and impartially, and trust we have commended 
ourself to your favorable judgment. 

The faces of your children have become familiar to me. 
I have observed their physical growth and been anxioussto 
have their mental enlargement correspond. 

Growth in any phase of even vegetable or animal life is 
an interesting phenomenon. Much more so is mental and 
moral development in children. 

To the end that your progeny may reach the highest 
possible degree of attainment I express the earnest wish 
that the duties of this office may pass from me into more 
capable hands. 

I see neither benefit nor improvement arising from cen- 
sorious remarks in a paper of this kind. We have from 
time to time made such suggestions and admonitions to 
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teachers as we judged needful, while they were engaged 
in their work, and could be assisted by them. I think it 
may be truthfully said of every teacher, “She hath done 
what she could.” Angels can do no more, and reason- 
able men will require no more. Therefore, should we make 
any adverse criticism on any district, it will have no more 
application to the teacher than to the writer, or other par- 
ties mutally interested. 

Words of approbation will be given where they are 
honestly due, not to flatter the subject of remark, but to 
encourage emulation in this most important art of teaching. 

We will first remark, briefly, the several districts, and 
close with a general observation, and the usual statistical 
tablet.

It is remark- 
able to see how dull and listless scholars brighten up and 
engage in studv under their management. Though not 
pupils of a Normal school they are normal and natural in 
their methods and possess the rare faculty of adapting 
their modes to every individual scholar. We would en- 
courage our agents and committees to seek and employ 
such instructors whenever practicable. No. 10, least of 
our schools numerically, stands first among us in real schol- 
arship and attainment during the past year. 

At the examination every pupil seemed to be conver- 
sant with the lessons reviewed, and evinced a readiness in 
response to questions upon the topics studied, rarely wit- 
nessed in even schools of a higher grade. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Districts Nos. 2 and 8 have exchanged Swinton’s for 
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Harper's Geographies, with much satisfaction. We should 
encourage the introduction of this or some other series of 
equal merit into all our schools as soon as possible. 

We called the attention of all the teachers especially to 
the matter of penmanship, and can see the good effects of - 
it in the improvdd appearance of the writing books exhib- 
ited for examination. 

A brief statement of the work done by your committee 
may be acceptable here 

I have visited each acta) once and most of them twice 
during each term, and some I have had occasion to call 
upon three or four times during the session, making in all 
about fifty visits during the year. Any one of these visi- 
tations requires the better part of a half day. All the time 
which I can devote to such labor in three days has been 
consumed in preparing a report for the State Superimten- 
dent and one for the town. From this you will see that at 
least one month's labor with a team is required to perform 
the duties of this office as the law of the State and fidelity © 
to the trust imposed demand. 

We give this information to you because it is the basis 
upon which the compensation for services is fixed, and it 
will enable you to judge whether it be reasonable or exor-_ 
bitant. 

We advised every teacher to open the school in the morn- 
ing by reading a short selection of Scripture, and repeat- 
ing in concert with the school the Lord’s Prayer. 

We think this method avoids those ludicrous mistakes 
which so often occur when small children (to say nothing 
of larger ones,) attempt to read passages which they have 
not previously studied. } 

Where this has been faithfully tried we are aan that 
time is saved and the force of the truth enhanced. 

I think the efficiency and progress of our schools would 
be augmented by placing the duty of hiring, distributing 
and discharging teachers entirely in the hands of School 
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Board, or general committee appointed by the town, instead 
of dividing the work between the Prudential and Superin- 
tending Committee as is now customary. 

Last, but not least, would the excellence of our schools 
be enhanced by the universal exercise of the right of suf- 
frage granted by the new law to our elect ladies in the 
school meeting. | 
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
